At length the embraces of her Infernal Gallant 
produced a pregnancy, and at the time of her de- 
livery, fuch a terrible ftorm of Thunder and 
lightning appeared, that houses were beat down, 
trees ſhattered, and the very features of the child 
were ſo warpped and diſtorted, that it appeared 
the very maſter- piece of deſormity.

'Tis generally held, by moſt of the firſt duality | 
and beſt judgement in the county, that ſhe was @ 
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perſon of an ordinary education, but great piety; 
and that ſhe was Supetnaturally endowed with an 
uncommon Penetration into Things, for which 
fhe became ſo famous, in time, that great num- 
bers of all ranks and degrees reſorted to her 
Habitation to hear her Wonderful Diſcoveries, 

We find nething particularly Remarkable of her 
till ſhe arrived at the age of twenty-four years, 
when ſhe was courted by one Toby Shipton, a 
Builder of Skipton, à Village fituated four miles 
north of the City of York, who ſoon after married 
her; and from this match ſhe afterwards derived 
the name of Mother Skipton. 

After her Marriage her fame increaſed more 
than ever; the events proved the truth of her 
Prediftions, and many began to commit them to 
Writing. 

The firſt remarkable Prophecy recorded of 
her's, is that upon Cardinal Molſey; the ſtory runs 
as follows. 

She was told, the Cardinal intended to remove 
his refidence to York (that being his Archbiſhop-

their horſes, they took a guide ts dirett them to 
her houſe upon their knocking at the door, tis 
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faid ſhe called out from within, come in My. Brafly-- 
(that being the name of the guide) and the thre - 
noble Lords with you.” This diſcovery very much 
ſurpriſed them; but, when they were enter'd, 
ſhe called each by his name, and prefented 'em 
with Cakes and Ale, They fignified to her, if 
ſhe knew theirerrand ſhe would hardly treat em 
ſo handſomely. * You gave out” ſay they, „ the 
Cardinal frould. never fee York” ** no,” ſhe replies, 
I faid he might ſee it, but never come to it.“ They 
return, © when ke does come he'll certainly burn 
tee; then, taking her linen Handkerchief off 
her head, “ if this burn” ſays ſhe, . ſo ſhall 7; 
and caſting it into the fire before em, ſhe let it 
lie in the flames a quarter of an hour, and taking 
it out again it was not ſo much as ſinged; which 
very much aitoniſhed 'em. One of them aſked 
her, what ſhe thought of him ;- ſhe anſwered, 
* . the;tume will come, my Lord, when. you. ſhall be as 
low as I am, and that is low indeed.” This was 
judged to be verified when Thomas Lord Cromwell, _ 
was beheaded. The Cardinal coming to Cawood, 
alcended the. Caſtle. Tower, and taking a proſpect 
of the City of York, at eight miles diſtance, he 
vawed, when he came there he would burn the 
Witch; but e'er he deſcended the ſtairs, a meſſage 
arrive from the King to demand bis preſence 
forthwith; fa he was obliged to return directly 
and being took with a violent looſeneſs at Leicester, 
he gave up. the Ghoſt in his Journey ; which
